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Town council says it's time 
to talk 7 on future projects 


LYME Regis Town Council has said “it’s 
time to talk” about what the public wants 
from its elected members over the next 
four years. 

Residents are being given the opportunity to 
shape the next four years of the local council’s 
agenda and have a say on the future of the town. 
The council is currently in the process of setting 
its objectives and wants local input to ensure the 
authority is meeting the needs of the town. 

Since coming into office in May, councillors 
have held a number of private working group 
meetings to discuss their plans for the coming four 
years. But members are now going public with 
their ideas and are encouraging residents and vis¬ 
itors to come along to a drop-in session, called 
“Time to Talk”, at the Woodmead Halls on Friday, 
September 11th from 2pm to 7pm. 

Councillors will be waiting to talk to the public 
about their proposals, to hear valuable feedback on 
its ideas, and to listen to suggestions from the com¬ 
munity. 

'Balancing needs of community' 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, said: “The council has been working on 
what it wants to do for the next four years, but it’s 
important to focus our aims on the town’s needs. 

“It’s about balancing the needs of the community 
with the need for a strong local economy. 

“We’ve got our own ideas about how that should 
be done, but we want to involve local residents and 
businesses in this process and make sure we’re 
working for the benefit of the whole community. 

“It’s time for Lyme Regis to do the talking and 
for the council to listen and engage.” 

The council’s ideas are focused around four 
themes; community, tourism, business and gover¬ 
nance, and town and assets. 

A loyalty card for residents, showers and chang¬ 
ing facilities on the beach, tackling the seagull 
problem, a volunteer resource centre and appren¬ 


ticeships are all among 
the ideas which could 
be achieved in the next 
couple of years. 

The council also 
wants to reduce the pre¬ 
cept over its four-year 
term, so the proportion 
of council tax paid to 
Lyme Regis Town 
Council for the services 
it provides would be 
gradually decreased. 

Councillors are hop¬ 
ing to take on some 
major projects, includ¬ 
ing the management of 
Theatre Square and the 
new Church Cliff Walk, 
rationalising land and assets at Monmouth Beach, 
and more facilities such as a cafe and toilet in 
Langmoor Gardens. 

There are also proposals to increase the amount 
of small grants the council gives annually to local 
organisations, to provide better support for local 
events, and to help tackle crime and disorder. 

Councillor Michaela Ellis, chairman of the Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Committee, said: “These are just a 
few of the ideas we’ve discussed, there are lots 
more exciting proposals we would like to develop 
in consultation with the public. 

“Some of our ideas are not entirely within the 
town council’s control, so we will be working with 
other local authorities on both sides of the border, 
local organisations and the business community to 
bring our plans to fruition. 

“We are still in the very early stages of develop¬ 
ing our aims, so if the town tells us they don’t like 
an idea it’s not too late to have a re-think. 

“That’s why it’s so important for the community 
to come to our consultation event, ‘Time to Talk’, 
and influence local decision-making.”

CLEMMIE Reynolds, 27, is the new artistic direc¬ 
tor of the Marine Theatre in Lyme Regis, having 
taken up the role just under a month ago. 

Originally from Guildford, Clemmie plans to 
work with local schoolchildren and artists of¬ 
fering a varied programme and hopes to help 
restore the Marine back to its former glory. 


• WHERE did your love of the dramatic arts 
come from? 

It started with performing in school plays and with 
my local youth theatre in Guildford. When I was 
studying for my BA in English at Bristol University I 
spent more time acting and directing plays than 
writing essays! After university I went to study acting 
at the Royal Academy of Dramatic Arts (RADA) in 
London. After leaving drama school, I realised that 
as well as acting, I wanted to direct and produce 
plays too, so I set up my own theatre company 
called BurntOutTheatre. 

• YOU worked as a freelance director for a while, 
what is that world like? 

It is exciting, especially working with excellent com¬ 
panies such asThe Young Vic, Out of Joint and Chick- 
enshed. It is also challenging and very competitive, 
but running my own company gave me the free¬ 
dom to choose what I worked on. For three years I 
produced and directed open-air Shakespeare pro¬ 
ductions which I toured all over the South East and 
London to parks, gardens, city squares, even empty 
ornamental ponds! In the last two years, I developed 
a new play called "Muscovado" with support from 
Arts Council England and the V&A Museum in Lon¬ 
don; the play is set on a sugar plantation in Barba¬ 
dos in 1808 and earlier this year I toured it to cities 
across the UK with historical links to the Transat¬ 
lantic Slave Trade. Considering Lyme's links with 
Bermuda, and now Jamestown, it would be very in¬ 
teresting to bring this play to the Marine next year. 

• WHAT is the biggest challenge facing you and 
the Marine Theatre? 

Our biggest challenge is that we have a hole in our 
roof that leaks water into the 120-year-old audito¬ 
rium every time it rains! This will cost around 
£100,000 to repair, so I have my work cut out for me 
over the next few months! 

• HAD you ever visited the Marine Theatre be¬ 
fore you took on the job as artistic director? 

Yes, I was in the middle of a six-month UK tour per¬ 
forming in"Muscovado"and one of our tour venues 
was Bridport Arts Centre. On recommendation by 
our "digs" host, we drove over to Lyme and I was 
amazed by the town, enchanted by the gem of the 
Marine (I love old theatres and cinemas!) and de¬ 
cided in that moment that I wanted to move to 
Dorset.The following week, when I got backto Lon¬ 
don, I saw the job of artistic director posted online 
and applied. 



• DO you plan on working with local artists and 
writers in the area? 

Asa host venue for many of the Lyme festivals, I am 
looking forward to working with lots of artists and 
musicians from the area. I would also really like for 
the Marine to be able to produce its own theatre 
productions, as well as receiving touring compa¬ 
nies. These could involve many local artists, writers, 
performers and amateurs too. I'm keen to pro¬ 
gramme local performers as much as possible and 
would be delighted to receive recommendations - 
so if readers have ideas about who they'd like to see 
at the theatre, please pop in and let me know! 
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• ARE there any plans to work with the local sec¬ 
ondary and primary schools? 

Yes! The Marine's Youth Theatre LYT has just been se¬ 
lected to be part of Connections, the prestigious UK¬ 
wide festival organised by the National Theatre, so 
we are now looking for local secondary school stu¬ 
dents aged 14-19 to be involved, both on stage and 
backstage. As part of the festival, we will perform a 
fantastic new play for five nights at the Marine The¬ 
atre, and for one night on one of the largest stages 
in the South West (to be revealed soon). For children 
under 14, we will run three weekly youth theatre 
classes with lots of chances for performances 
throughout the year too. Contact the theatre if you 
want to join! 

• HOW has your first month in Lyme Regis been? 

It has been very busy, with hundreds of new faces 
and names to learn! But I have loved it, especially 
being able to swim in the sea every day and looking 
out over the sea from the Marine Theatre office isn't 
bad either! 

• AS artistic director, what is your goal for the 
Marine Theatre? 

I'd love to see the Marine repaired and restored to 
its former glory days of the past 120 years, and en¬ 
able it to continue to be a special and much-loved 
place in the Lyme community for the next 100 years. 
I want to programme an exciting mix of plays, music 
and comedy - so there is something for everybody! 

• AT your perfect theatre production what 
would you see and who would play the starring 
role? 

I would travel back in time to 1937 and see Laurence 
Olivier playing Hamlet at the Old Vic opposite Vivien 
Leigh as Ophelia. A dream!

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Lifeboat crew launched to 
rescue men trapped on rocks

LYME Regis lifeboat crew were called out to res¬ 
cue two men trapped on rocks on Sunday night. 

The two men - John Allan, 67, from Essex, and 
David Dolling, 64, from Poole - got into trouble 
on rocks at Humble Point, west of Lyme Regis, in 
the darkness. 

The were pursuing a their shared hobby of a 
mapping exercise and tried to make their way 
across the rocky coastline to Pinhay. When they 
reached Seven Rock Point in darkness they re¬ 
alised they could go no further in safety and called 
the coastguard. 

The volunteer lifeboat crew was launched at 
9.32pm - their second emergency shout of the 
evening. 

But because of the rocks and shallow water the 
lifeboat had to return to harbour to pick up three 
extra crew members to steady the vessel and to 
help the two men aboard. Crew members Tom 
Crabbe and Andrew Rice swam ashore to assist the 
two men. 

Mr Allan, a retired businessman, and Mr Dolling, 
a former police officer, were found to be wet, tired, 
but otherwise unhurt. The lifeboat crew brought 


the two men to the 
lifeboat station where 
they were given blan¬ 
kets and hot drinks. 

Mr Allan said: “We 
were so pleased to see 
the lifeboat crew. We 
underestimated the 
time it would take us to 
walk back and just had 
to call for help. Some¬ 
times you simply don’t 
realise how old you are 
until you get into this 
sort of situation.” 

■ EARLIER that 
evening Lyme Regis 
lifeboat crew was 
launched following a 
report of an object, possibly a body, in the water 
off Church Cliff, east of the town. 

After an extensive sweep of the area, driftwood 
was found at Broad Ledge. A lifeboat crew mem¬ 
ber was landed on the ledge rocks and the drift¬ 


wood was identified as the mystery floating ob¬ 
ject. 

The incident was recorded as a false alarm with 
good intent. The lifeboat launched at 5.48pm and 
returned at 6.45 pm.

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Overwhelming majority in 
favour of maintaining TICs 


DISTRICT councillors have been urged not to axe any 
of West Dorset's tourist information centres. 

An overwhelming majority of respondents to a re¬ 
cent consultation survey said they wanted the serv¬ 
ice to continue in its current form, with centres 
remaining open in Lyme Regis, Bridport, Dorchester 
and Sherborne. 

Four out of five respondents said they also wanted 
West Dorset District Council to continue running the 
service rather than town councils, private businesses 
or volunteer organisations. 

WDDC has indicated that it could close its tourist 
information centres in a bid to cut costs, although 
no decisions have yet been made. 

Its review of the TIC service is one of several that 
are being carried out in the face of funding cutbacks 
for local authorities. 

But users of the service have now called for coun¬ 
cillors to step back from any closure plans and retain 
the TICs. 

More than 2,000 people from across West Dorset 
responded to the consultation this summer. 

The results suggest an overwhelmingly positive 
view of the service and a clear desire for it not to be 
axed. 

The survey found: 

• 93 per cent either agreed or strongly agreed that 
theTIC service needs to continue in its current form; 

• 83 per cent said they wanted WDDC to run the 
service; 

• 92 percent saidtheTICs play a key role in promot¬ 
ing the area; 

• 83 per cent said it was 'very important' to be able 
to speak to someone about a query; 

• 82 per cent said they preferred to visit a TIC for in¬ 
formation, rather than use the internet, when on 
holiday; 

• More than three quarters of businesses that re¬ 
sponded said the work of TICs benefited them di¬ 
rectly.

The total cost of running West Dorset's four TICs in 
2013/14 was £1.13million. The centres generated 
£840,000 of income, meaning a net running cost of 
£291,000. 

WDDC says it is now "working with colleagues to 
develop options for the future delivery of the serv¬ 
ice". A decision is expected to be made in spring 
2016. 

Councillor Mary Penfold, WDDC's portfolio holder 
for enabling, said: "I would like to thank all of those 
who took part in the survey. 

"The comments and views will help inform the 
council's considerations towards future delivery op¬ 
tions, taking account of our financial challenges." 

Commenting on the survey response, Lyme Regis 
town councillor Cheryl Reynolds, chairman of the 
Tourism & Economic Development Committee 
(TED), said: "The response from the WDDC survey on 
tourist information centres shows without doubt 
how the service is valued by both businesses, resi¬ 
dents and tourists alike. 

"All over the country, tourist information centres 
are vanishing from high streets as there is a contin¬ 
uing trend towards internet use and huge govern¬ 
ment cut backs to councils. For a town like Lyme 
Regis which relies on many elderly visitors that are 
unable to access internet on both computers and 
mobile phones, it is essential. 

"As chairman of TED I understand both the huge 
pressures on councils that have continual cut backs 
and therefore feel unable to maintain certain serv¬ 
ices and also the local councils trying to keep serv¬ 
ices such as the TIC going. I hope that whatever the 
outcome of WDDC's decision over our local TIC, we 
as a council will be able to maintain this type of serv¬ 
ice which is invaluable to this community."

LAST MINUTE CHANGES TO GOTB PLAY-ALONG SONGS AFTER CHOICES DEEMED TOO HEAVY' 


ORGANISERS of Guitars On The Beach 
(GOTB), which sees over 2,000 guitarists 
converge on Lyme Regis beach to play 
together, have axed the official play- 
along songs chosen by their sponsor be¬ 
cause they are Too heavy". 

In an eleventh-hour change to this year's pro¬ 
gramme, organisers of the record-breaking show 
have thrown out the songs picked by listeners to 
the event's radio station sponsor, Planet Rock. 

Instead, organisers are taking the massive guitar 


gig "back to basics"and this year's play-along song 
will be Chuck Berry's classic,"Johnny B. Goode". 

"We've got to keep it simple because Guitars On 
The Beach is for guitarists of all ages and abilities," 
said a spokesman for the event, which will take 
place on beach over the weekend of September 
5th and 6th. 

"We asked Planet Rock to get their listeners to 
pick songs for everybody to play but unfortu¬ 
nately their choices were far too heavy and com¬ 
plex for us. 

"Planet Rock listeners chose songs by Judas 
Priest and Metallica, but those sort of heavy metal 


songs just aren't in tune with a big family 
event - so we've binned them. 

"We've decided to do 'Johnny B. 
Goode'instead because it is a song 
that everybody knows. It's a basic 
12-bar song and much easier to 
play along to. 

"We're sorry to be changing 
the set at the last minute, but 
the whole idea of Guitars On 
The Beach is to keep it simple 
so that everybody can join in. 

For a Lyme crowd, 'Johnny B. 

Goode'isthe perfect French Lieutenant's 
boogie." 

Guitars On The Beach started in 2013 when, de¬ 
spite a thunderstorm, around 2,000 guitarists 
turned up to perform Buddy Holly's "Rave On" to¬ 
gether. Last year, a crowd of 1,000 more joined 
Deep Purple star Ian Gillan as he led the huge gui¬ 
tar band on his own hit "Smoke On The Water". 

With more than 3,000 members, the Guitars On 
The Beach band claims to be Britain's biggest 
band. However, the world record for the most gui¬ 
tarists playing in one band together is held by 
Poland, with more than 6,000 guitarists. 

Each year the guitar event is held in conjunction 
with top chef Mark Hix's Food Rocks food festival. 

This year Hix has organised a variety of food stalls 
from more than 40 producers at Food Rocks, along 
with cookery demonstrations, tastings and talks by 
chefs and food and drink stars, including Mitch 
Tonks, Russell Norman, Rose Prince, Angela Hart¬ 
nett, Steve Terry, Willie HarcourtCooze,Tom Parker 
Bowles, Mat Follas, Tim Hughes, Miles Irving, Gill 
Meller and Steven Lamb from River Cottage, as 
well as Mark himself. 

Food Rocks is held to support the RNLI and its 


sponsors include VZUG, Bulthaup Exeter, 
Lyme Bay Holidays, Palmers Brewery 
and Lyme Regis restaurant By The 
Bay. 

Festival highlights this week 
will be crab and mackerel sup¬ 
per clubs hosted by Mark both 
evenings, the return of 
Palmers' pop-up bar on the 
seafront, Dorset Knob throwing 
and Knob whacking, cheese 
rolling with Black Cow Vodka, as 
well as a number of cook-offs in the 
kitchen theatre in Langmoor Gardens, 
where TV personality and radio presenter 
Richard Bacon will be compering. 

Guitars On The Beach is this year sponsored by 
Blackstar amplification who will be raffling 50 gui¬ 
tar amps to win over the weekend. It will kick off 
on Saturday, September 5th at 11 am with the first 
of a dozen bands performing on the main beach. 

The mass play-along to four songs - GOTB 
favourites "Rave On" and "Smoke On The Water", 
plus "My Sharona" and the record attempt to 
"Johnny B. Goode"-will start at 4.30pm on the Sat¬ 
urday. 

The event will continue the next day, Sunday, 
September 6th with local bands playing from 
11.30am. 

Organisers are advising all guitarists taking part 
this year to bring wet weather gear. 

"After the rubbish summer we've had in the west 
nobody is confident that it will be a heatwave for 
this weekend and we could have another down¬ 
pour as we did in 2013,"added the spokesperson. 

"But rain or shine, Guitars On The Beach at Food 
Rocks is on and we hope many will join us on the 
sand to play in Britain's biggest band."

G IVING to the collection after Re¬ 
gatta and Carnival Week fireworks, 
a visitor added: “Thank you - 
we’ve had a great week. You’ve all worked 
so hard.” 

What could better capture the essence of Regatta 
and Carnival Week? “The spirit of carnival is deep 
within us all,” says committee chairman Andy 
Brown. “Creating a bubble of fun for everyone is 
important in serious times.” 

Carnival has hard-headed purposes, too. The 
money raised stays in the town, helping local 
causes (17 last year), especially those that serve the 
young and the old, and that foster our community 
ethos. Over £80,000 has been shared in the last 
nine years. 

It successfully promotes and works with the 
town’s businesses. These support Carnival through 
advertising, sponsorship, joining the procession 
and in events like ‘Spot the Window’ (over 100 
businesses) and the imaginative new ‘Decorated 
Ducks’ competition (more than 80 ducks). The pay¬ 
back is a town full of visitors in a mood to spend 
money. 

Many return every year, anticipating a special 
week safely mixing familiar and new activities or¬ 
ganised by people they know and trust. Carnival’s 
emphasis on ‘fun for the whole family’ really 
works. 

But this is also a truly community event, not sim¬ 
ply about visitors and businesses. It draws together 
holidaymakers and residents, old and young, par¬ 
ents and children, and all those elements of Lyme 
itself which, occasionally, become unnecessarily 
parted. That togetherness (the ‘spirit of carnival’ 
again) was nowhere better experienced than among 
participants and spectators at this year’s proces¬ 
sion. 

The Carnival procession was typically Lyme -

not too showy, nothing big or expensive, simply a 
cheerful mix of local people and organisations with 
children and young people to the fore. Taking over an 
hour from start to finish, spiritedly led by the 
Bournemouth Youth Marching Band, full of move¬ 
ment and variety, and attracting big crowds, its care¬ 
free atmosphere left the workaday world (and the 
traffic!) far behind. 

Major events like the procession, the duck race, the 
beautiful fireworks display (sensibly moved to Thurs¬ 
day) and the Walk of Light are key fundraisers. Yet 
most Carnival activities are on a smaller scale, pitched 
directly at children and families: while raising less 
money relative to their organisational demands, these 
are crucial to Carnival’s purpose. 

What lies behind it all? Essentially, volunteer team 
work absorbed into a feat of unpaid management that 
few towns could match. 

Andy’s committee of ten works all year. Soon it will 
review Carnival 2015 and each event within it: value 
for money, participation, quality of organisation. Then 
it will invite applications to share the funds raised and 
agree on allocations. After each annual distribution 
the Carnival budget retains enough to cover next 
year’s insurance, licenses and modest working costs. 
Every other penny of profit goes to local causes. 

With their creative hats on, committee members will 
bounce around ideas for 2016, seeking to retain the 
philosophy, preserve the fa mili ar and successful while 


keeping the programme 
fresh and evolving, de¬ 
velop the ‘family- 
friendly’ focus and 
involvement of busi¬ 
nesses, add money-rais¬ 
ing ideas... The hard graft 
of shaping the week’s ac¬ 
tivities - when the practi¬ 
calities (not least, supply 
of volunteers) really bite 
- reduced some 40 possi¬ 
ble new ideas for 2015 
down to eight. 

Then comes planning, 
booking and scheduling events, ready for the team 
that lays out, proof-reads and prints the programme, 
which this year contained 85 advertisements: a trib¬ 
ute to Lyme’s businesses, but also to the work of ob¬ 
taining them. 

Meanwhile there’s running the Christmas Tree 
Festival, Easter Bonnet Parade, May Day Fete and 
Solstice Parade - all under the Regatta and Carnival 
umbrella - before the final weeks of intense prepa¬ 
ration. 

Finally, each of Carnival’s nine days sees a core 
of the committee master-minding events, mostly on 
the seafront. Probably few of us truly appreciate the 
logistics and organisation lying behind intensively 
managing more than 60 events: planning, gathering 
and preparing materials, setting up, overseeing, and 
clearing everything up afterwards. No wonder these 
volunteer stalwarts can clock up 16-hour days. 

Why do they do it? It’s worth listening to Andy 
and other key figures, whose answers are remark¬ 
ably consistent. “This is such a welcoming commu¬ 
nity - you want to respond”, “People here put 
themselves out for each other, so you should take a 
role”, “It’s not your community unless you’re part 


of it.” And it’s about pleasure: “The enjoyment of 
seeing other people enjoying what you enjoyed”, 
“The reward of putting a creative stamp on events.” 
The shortest response - “Why not?” - is unanswer¬ 
able if you think about it. 

All emphasise the vital team factor. The committee 
relies on many other, more occasional, volunteers: 
supervising specific events, wielding collection 
buckets, helping behind the scenes... The procession 
alone used 44 people with collection buckets and 11 
for road closure duty, quite apart from all those vol¬ 
unteer participants. So for Andy it was “wonderful 
to see people offering help - our volunteer list has 
grown.” He hopes that next year many more people 
will say, “I’m going to be part of it, too.” 

“We’d love to have more, and younger, helpers; it 
would be great to have more people taking respon¬ 
sibility for an event and seeing it through; and our 
seafront team needs reinforcements.” With his hopes 
come reassurances. “Let’s demolish the idea that 
Carnival requires a heavy commitment. It’s horses 
for courses: people do what interests them and what 
their time allows. We work hard at making them feel 
welcome and valued. And volunteers have fun, too.”

I WAS interested to see a recent TV report that high¬ 
lighted the colossal difference between top executives 
pay when compared to the average wage and the 
strong views it provoked. Millions a year compared 
with around an average £30,000. 

The issue of wages and spending habits also hap¬ 
pens to be the subject of a brand new BBC series 
“Britain's Spending Secrets” by Anne Robinson. The 
series attempts to reveal how our spending habits de¬ 
fine something about who we are as individuals. The 
first programme contrasted the attitudes and spending 
habits of a variety of people, from a single parent on 
benefits through to those on executive’s pay scales, 
from self-made millionaires to those with inherited 
wealth and titles. 

It all makes for interesting viewing, with Anne 
Robinson quickly challenging any potential “judging” 
by the viewer who might apply their own values. 
However, the idea that we are defined by how we 
spend our money is a pretty scary idea. 

One of the most misquoted verses in the Bible is: 
“The love of money is the root of all evil.” The phrase 
“love of’ is so often left out. The verse highlights the 
human component as the potential problem and 
money as merely a vehicle. 

It seems to me that generosity or stinginess doesn’t 
actually relate to income. This was illustrated to me 
when helping the Christmas Rotary Club Santa float 
door-to-door collection in a previous town I lived in. 
Generosity didn’t always seem to relate to the eco¬ 
nomic situation of the giver. 

Jesus came to provide the opportunity for a person 
not to be defined or controlled by external concerns. 
Rather, to nurture good character apart from them. So 
is Anne Robinson right? Do you think that you are de¬ 
fined by your income and spending?

There will 
even be an "UNPLUGGED" segment. 

The band was formed in 1985 in Newcastle 
upon Tyne long before the term "tribute band" 
was invented, and named themselves "After Mid¬ 
night" after Eric Clapton's first solo hit. In 
guitar/vocalist Mike Hall, they have a front man 
who not only looks like Eric, he sings and plays 
guitar like him too! 

In 1999, Mike won a national look-alike compe¬ 
tition held at Madam Tussauds in London. Mike 
has met Slowhand twice, and even received a 
message of encouragement from the guitar maes¬ 
tro (written on a Concorde menu). 

Classic Clapton comprises four4 excellent musi¬ 
cians:- Mike Hall (lead vocals/guitar), Paul Warren 
(keyboards/ backing vocals), Danny Davison 
(drums) and Dave Robson (bass guitar/backing 
vocals). Dave is a former member of chart band 
Geordie. In fact he was with them at the time 
Brian Johnson left to join AC/DC. Mike, Dave & 
Danny are all original members of Classic Clapton. 
Paul joined in 2007. 

The band have released three albums. Firstly 
"The Music Of Eric Clapton" contains brilliant 
cover-versions of 17 Clapton Classics. Their sec¬ 
ond is a live double CD "classic Clapton Un¬ 
plugged" recorded at Belfast Waterfront Hall. In 
2005 they released their third album "Classic 
Cream"- featuring 20 songs made famous by the 
sixties supergroup. All three albums will be avail¬ 
able at Lyme Regis. 

Although Mike Hall is not quite as old as Eric, he 
is thinking of retiring or at least taking a long 
break after 2015, so if their fans definitely want to 
see Classic Clapton at least one more time, it is rec¬ 
ommend that they get tickets for one of their 
2015 shows. This could be the last time they play 
in Lyme Regis. 

Classic Clapton will be performing at The Marine 
Theatre, Church Street, Lyme Regis on Friday 11 
September. Doors open at 7.30pm. Band on 
stage at 8pm.

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TV Historian Dan Snow 
visits Dorset County Museum 
for his latest TV Series 

TV HISTORIAN, Dan Snow came to the Dorset County Museum on Wednesday, Au¬ 
gust 19th to film his latest BBC TV series exploring the age of the Vikings. 

This programme will feature the discovery of a mass grave of skeletons in 2009 on 
Ridgeway Hill during the construction of the Weymouth Relief Road in Dorset. 
Around 50 skeletons, predominantly of young Scandinavian adult males, were found 
in an old quarry pit. All had been decapitated.Their heads had been placed in a pile 
located at one edge of the grave. 

Dr. Louise Loe, Head of Heritage Burial Services at Oxford Archaeology discussed 
with Dan the evidence in identifying these individuals, their origins and even their 
state of health. 

The remains of these Ridgeway Vikings and other important archaeology treasures 
will be on permanent display in the museum's newly refurbished Ancient Dorset 
Gallery. The refurbishment of this gallery has been supported by the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund, Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty South Dorset Ridgeway Landscape 
Partnership Scheme, Dorset County Council, West Dorset District Council and Alice 
Ellen Cooper-Dean Charitable Foundation. 

The Ancient Dorset gallery at Dorset County Museum will become the visitor centre 
for the South Dorset Ridgeway. Ultimately it will link in with information panels to 
be displayed along the ridgeway itself helping visitors explore this area which is rich 
in heritage. This landscape is considered by many to be as important as Stonehenge 
and Avebury for revealing the lives of our ancestors. The ridge of high land, running 
parallel with the coast between Weymouth and Dorchester has been an important 
place for people for over five thousand years. It has over 1,000 monuments that 
record the history of the Ridgeway since that time. 

Jon Murden, director of Dorset County Museum said "The archaeology of Dorset 

, is the history of over 
400,000 years of 
human habitation in 
the county - our collec¬ 
tions are nationally sig¬ 
nificant and cover the 
entire period from 
Palaeolithic times to 
Saxon and Viking 
Dorset, so it will be es¬ 
pecially exciting for the 
Museum to be featured 
in this programme 
which will be screened 
later this year."

Fascinating design visualises outstanding 
performance 

The Mercedes-AMG C 63 Coupe already 
fascinates at first glance with its impressive 
proportions. The expressive exterior design 
differs significantly from the Mercedes-Benz 
model, which shares merely the same doors, 
roof and boot lid. The powerful 8-cylinder 
engine, together with the increased track 
width on the front and rear axles, calls for a 
redesigned front end and a model-specific 
rear assembly as well as new side walls. The 
flared wheel arches make the AMG Coupe 64 
millimetres wider at the front and 66 mil¬ 
limetres wider at the rear, enabling the vehi¬ 
cle to hug the road better. 

The larger wheel arches allow the use of 
wider tyres (up to 255 millimetres on the 
front axle and up to 285 millimetres on the 
rear axle), contributing to improved lateral 
acceleration, traction and agility. Under the 
outer skin, the body structure has been rein¬ 
forced in key areas to transfer and compen¬ 
sate the extreme longitudinal and lateral 
forces from the powertrain and suspension.
